On Motion of Brother Junior Warden, Resolved that the 
Officers of this Grand Lodge for the ensuing year be chosen 
by ballots this evening. In consequence of which,

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duly elected accordingly. 

Brother Taylor nominated Brother James Glasgow, the 
present Deputy Grand Master; as Deputy Grand Master for 
the ensuing year; who was duly elected accordingly. 

Brother Glasgow nominated Brother John Louis Taylor as 
Grand Senior Warden for the ensuing year who was ac- 
cordingly elected. 

Brother Jones nominated Brother Ingles as Grand Junior 
Warden, and Brother Richard W Freear as Grand Secre- 
tary who were elected accordingly. 

The above officers of this Grand Lodge were then install- 
ed in due form. 

The most right worshipful Grand Master informed the 
Lodge of the resignation of our Grand Treasurer, whereup- 
on Brother Alves was nominated to that office; who was 
elected accordingly and installed in due form.

Brother Taylor moved that the committee be appointed 
for the purpose of revising the Constitution and Laws of the 
Grand Lodge, Where upon The Most Worshipful Grand 
Master and Brother Senior Warden were appointed for that 
purpose. 

Received a letter of communication from the Johnson Cas- 
well Lodge, which upon motion was ordered to lie on the 
table until the next meeting of this Grand Lodge. 

Resolved that the Grand Treasurer be and he is merely 
empowered to receive any monies ihat may be paid to him 
from any Delegate of the several Lodges in this State at 
any time: and that he request the delinquent Lodges to pay 
their arrears at our next meeting in January. 

Resolved that the worshipful Grand Master be requested 
to give directions to Brother Atkyns to provide such furna- 
ture for the Lodge as he may deem necessary, and that the 
Treasurer pay the expences thereof as the Grand Master 
may direct.

The Lodge being opened in due form when was read the 
petition of Brother Kemp Plummer praying to become a 
member of ihis Grand Lodge; who being balloted for was 
found to be unanimously elected; who came in and took 
his seat accordingly. 

The Committee appointed to take into consideration the pe- 
titions and remonsirances of the Raleigh Lodge No 20 
Tarborough, made the following report. ‘That it is with 
the deepest concern they remark that the unhappy dis- 
putes by which the minds of the Brethern of the said 
Lodge are unhappy with each other have arisen from a 
disregard of those sublime virtues, which it is the object 
of Masonry to inculcate. From the painful emotions thus 
excited in their minds your Commitiee find no relief, but 
hope that those principles which are engraven on the 
heart of every Mason may again resume their brilliant 
operation in spite of these unworthy causes which have 
for a time weakened their energy; and that order and 
harmony more perfect may be restored after a cruel ex- 
periment of the reverse. But an occurrance so new and 
interesting to ihe craft, it is with diffidence they submit to 
the Grand Lodge the propriety of the following measures. 

"Ist. 

That the Charter of ihe Raleigh Lodge aforesaid be de- 

posited with the Deputy Grand Master, who may be re- 

quested to meet the Members of the said Lodge, in their 

Lodge room at their next quarterly meeting; and if he 

should find a pure and eniire reconciliation to have taken 

place, then to restore them their Charter. 

"2nd. That both the elections be annulled. 

"2rd. That the Most worshipiul Grand Master be requested 
to recommend to the Members of the Raleigh Lodge afore- 
said who are present in ihe Grand Lodge a cordial union, 
and the oblivion of past misunderstandings; to remind ` 
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them of the solemn obligations of the craft, and the many 

and glorious objects of its institution; of the virtues of 

forebearance, charity and forgiveness.” 
By order James Glasgow D GM 

The Lodge taking the foregoing report into consideration 
Resolved that they do concur therewith. 

Read a letter from the Royal White Hart No 2 Halifax, in- 
forming this Grand Lodge of the expulsion of Samuel Mc- 
Dugall a Member, of that Lodge for practices and conduct 
degrading to the character of a man, and the uprightness 
of a Mason unworthy of a furiher relation and painful to 
the sublime virtues of the craft. Which was ordered to be 
filed with the Secretary and entered on the records as a 
just memento of the said McDugall’s ignominious conduct. 

The Lodge was then closed in due form until Tuesday 
evening 6 O'clock P M.

Ordered that a Charter issue to Brother Benjamin Cas- 
well, John Martin and Probit Colliyer authorizing and em- 
powering them to open and hold a Lodge in Glasgow Coun- 
ty by the name of Davie-Glasgow No 26, agreeable to the 
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dispensation filed. 

Brother David Witherspoon, one of the Delegates from the 
St. John’s Lodge Newbern, informing this Grand Lodge that 
they had relinquished their claim to number two of their 
charter heretofore asserted by them, and that they were 
satisfied to work under that of number three. Whereupon 
it was resolved that the Secretary issue a Charter to St 
John's Lodge of Newbern in number three aforesaid. 

Resolved that the Secretary be directed to issue a new 
charter to St John’s Lodge No 1 Wilmington of the same 
tenure Etc. of that which they now possess on the delivery 
of the same by them to the Secretary with a list of the then 
presiding Officers of its original date, which when received 
shall be filed among the records of this Grand Lodge. 

Ordered that a dispensation issue to Brothers William 
Lenoir, Henry Young and Charles Hunt authorizing and em- 
powering them to open and hold a Lodge in the town of 
Huntsville by the name of the Shallowford Lodge. 

Ordered that Brothers Jones and Plummer be appointed 
a committee to wait on the late Treasurer and request him 
to send forward his books as soon as possible to the care 
and possession of the present Treasurer. 

Ordered that as soon as convenient the Treasurer supply 
the different Lodges under the Jurisdiction of this Grand 
Lodge with full and distinct accounts of the several bal- 
ances due by them to this Grand Lodge, inserting likewise 
and earnest requisition for the payment of the same. 

The Lodge then in due form adjourned until tomorrow 6

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from the Journals of the said Lodge from Novem. 8th 5793 
to November 7th 5794 Which was accordingly accepted 
and ordered to be filed. 

Brother Absalom Tatum presented a petition of Brother 
Barre praying to become a member of this Grand Lodge, 
who on being balloted for was unanimously found to be 
elected. Who came in and took his seat accordingly. 

On motion and seconded Resolved that the Grand Secre- 
tary be directed' to furnish the Grand Treasurer with an 
authenticated list of all the Members of this Grand Lodge. 

Where as it appears to this Grand Lodge that large 
draughts have been made on the charitable funds of St 
Johns Lodge No 3 Newbern and which have been approp- 
tiated to the most benevolent purposes: and thereby the 
funds of that Lodge are nearly exhausted; thereupon Re- 
solved that the said Lodge No 3 have credit for all sums 
heretofore due from that Lodge to this Grand Charity. 

The Lodge was then adjourned in due form.
